OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


To the Selectmen of Hill: 


The Committee appointed to superintend the schools of this 
town present the following Rrvort : 

The schools have been, for the most part, quiet and useful- 
The teachers, though mostly young, have been generally dili- 
gent and devoted to their work. c 

Some muttering—like the surly voice of distant thunders— 
have been heard from doting and ill advised parents, as usual ; 
but these are things of course in some Districts and cause no 
alarm. We believe our schools are slowly progressive. With 
more fostering care fiom parents and friends their improvement 
would be much more rapid. 

DISTRICT No. 1.—The Summer Term was divided ; was 
kept eleven weeks by Misses Janz S., and Saran B. Morrison. 
Both branches were examined. The upper one was fair; but 


the teacher of the lower lacked the aptness to teach so requisite 
in that employment, 


The Fatt Term was taught by Miss Mary A. Prescott. A 
full school of fifty four scholars, but having an industrious and 
persevering teacher, it was a useful school. Some parents took 
their children away, lest they should be corrected: The fault 
was their own, the injury their children’s. It was kept.nine 
weeks—a good school. 


The Winter Tur of eleven weeks was taught by Mr. L. 
W. Prescorr. It was the most useful school the town has 
enjoyed’ for several years. 

DISTRICT No. 2.—One term of eight weeks, in the winter, 
taught, except the first week, by Miss Mary A. Wooison. A 
good and efficient teacher-—school made good progress for the 
time.

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DISTRICT No. 3.—One term of eleven weeks in the win- 
ter, taught by Miss Jackson of Danbury. A successful teach- 
er, the school made great improvement. 


DISTRICT No. 4.—Summer, taught by Miss Jayz Brown. 
Good order and faithful instruction were the leading traits—a 
good school. 


Winter Term of nine weeks was taught By Mr. BE. H. Rvs- 
SELL—a model school, in respect to order, the scholars also, 
made good progress in study. 


DISTRICT No. 5.—Summer Term, six weeks, taught by 
Miss Braispett—a patient and successful teacher—a good 
achool. 


Winer Term taught by Miss Mary E. Danrorra—nearly 
a failure—lack of patience in teachingand dignity in governing ; 
some. parents to blame. 


DISTRICT No. 6.—Summer. Term taught by Miss: ped 
A. Cross, five weeks. Miss Cross was a good scholar and an 
active teacher. School was not examined at the close, but start- 
ed well, closed unexpectedly, The committee believe some 
persons in the district are at fault in fe matter, and that the 
teacher was not well used. 


“Winter Term taught by Miss Anny H. Foi.anspre,—thir- 
teen weeks—a teaeher of experience and ability, well known in 
town,——kept a good school. 

DISTRICT NO. 7.—Summer and Fatt Trrms taught by 


Miss 8. Ann Watts, school very small and made but little im- 
provement. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. —Kept in the Faux by Miss Henan M. 
Parker. A. very good: school of 114 weeks. Miss Parker 
will make a good teacher, 


DISTRICT NO. 9.—Summer Tzrm taught by Miss Lorinpa 
Rowxtt—-Made good progress for the tinie, teacher labored 
hard to make the principles of education plain, rules thorough- 
ly taught and well applied, order good. 


Winter. Term of six weeks taught by Mr. “a A. hese 
School gave indications of much industry,—gocd progress, more 
however, i in learning, than applying rules, which: is attributed

DISTRICT. NO. 10,—Kept-in the Faraz ten weeks, by Miss 


Ava M. Ritey. Some trouble,—the fault of inconsiderate pa- 
rents,—an injury to the ®chool, to the young lady teaching it, 
and a benefit to nobody. The school is considered fair. 


REMARKS. 


The School House in District No. 3, has been repaired and 
considerably improved. Several other Houses very much need 
repairs. 

- Our Teachers the past year, have, generally, been of ‘the 
right kind—talented and accomplished in their studies, aswell 
as possessing a decided taste for their work. ‘The aggregate 
character of the ‘Teachers has been above the last year. Some 
‘have been of a lower order than any last ‘year, but most of 
them are decidedly superior. | | 

Tke same is true, of course, of the Schools themselves — 
“While some of them have’been poorer than any last ycar ; ‘they 
‘have, we think, on the whole been improved. ‘Several of them 
‘have been cf a superior order; “Improvement in study, has in 
gome cases been very great, while in some other cases, improve- 
‘ment is looked for in vain. . 

It is of the first importance to the success of our schools, 
that there be an active sympathy between the parents and ‘the: 
Teachers. In some cases a low prejudice exists against the 
‘teacher on account of name, connections, or something of which 
he or she is equally innocent, and this is allowed ‘to enter in and 
to destroy the school. In some cases parents interfere with the 
‘Rules and regulations of the school-room. No teacher can be 
trusted to do his own work in his own way—with the advice of 
the committee. Order and discipline are prominent points: of 
attack. The teacher is made to feel that he is an offence to the 
district. He must make war against both parents and children. 
Now, if this parental interference were well intended, wisely 
and kindly directed,-it would not only be acceptable, but use- 
ful. It would be regarded not as enmity, but as friendship.— 
It would be received in the same spirit. Let it become an ac

tive sympathy, let the teacher be treated as a friend, ‘a helper 
in the great work of “teaching the young idea how to shoot,” 
of training our children ‘for tree tilnias and happinéss, for life 
and for death—to fil] well their place in the family, the walks of 
business, the bustle of trade or the calls of the State. The true 
teacher is our friond ; let him be had in esteem as such. 

Parents should use all diligence to cause their children to 
attend school. ‘Truant boys are apt to place themselves beyond 
the reach of the teacher. Place them within his reach, then if 
he does not train them, let it stand to his account. But charge 
him with no deficiencies which naturally and properly belong to 
yourselves. Parents should show a positive interest in having 
their children at School, and no more of that negative interest 
which orders them to school, but never knows nor cares, where 
they go nor what they learn. 

We have tocall attention once more to the School Register. 
Some teachers are very inattentive to this part of their duty. 
Our portion of money from the State depends upon the reports 
drawn up from these Registers. No teacher can claim his wages 
" until he has made a return of his Register, properly filled out, 
to the Superintending School Committee. Let the selectmen 
_ gee to this, since the Prudential Committee will not; and give 
no orders for money until they have evidence that the contract 
has been fulfilled. _When the Superintending Committee does 
the work, for which the town has paid the teacher, the town 
has it to pay for twice. No Register has been received from 
District. No. 3; one is lacking from No. 5; none received from 
No. 7; and many that.-have been saturnee are only partially 
filled out. When we have no Register we must follow last year’s 
xeport, which of course cannot be accurate for this year.
